DALADIER PLEDGES 
Hnil FOR LASTING

Nazis Drive on 35 Miles 
of Front; Poilus Report 
Heavy Fighting as War 
Begins in Earnest.

Premier Daladier last night 
gave the signal for the Euro- 
pean war to go on, with a re- 
fusal of Adolf Hitler’s peace 
formula based on Russian-Ger- 
man partition of Poland. 

In a nation-wide broadcast 
the French Premier made the 
first formal reply to the Friday 
reichstag speech of. Hitler by 
spurning the ‘‘German peace”’ 
as one which would not prevent 
preparation for new conquests. 

As the premier spoke the French 
general staff announced that 
French troops on the western front 
were repulsing surprise German 
attacks by “quite large numbers 
of men” along a 35-mile stretch 
from the Moselle river, on the ex- 


treme northern flank, Saarbrueck- | 


en, center key to the Nazi advance 
lines. 
Patrols Active. 

The general staff’s night com- 
munique said that German patrol 
activity throughout the entire sec- 
tor was “very great.” 

. Daladier, who spoke after con- 
sulting with his British Allies, de- 
clared France and Britain would 
“continue to fight” until they force 
Germany to give definite guaran- 
tees of carling fora “lasting peace 
in Europe.” 

Speaking in measured tones at 
his desk in the war ministry, Da- 
ladier did not repeat “previous 
French and British declarations 
that Hitlerism must be destroyed 
but left no doubt that unsupported 
promises such as he said Hitler

Senate Rejects, 65 to 26, 
Move To Shunt Debate 
Away From Embargo. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10—()— 
The senate voted overwhelmingly 
today against side-tracking the ad- 
ministration’s proposal to repeal 
the arms embargo. 


By a vote of 65 to 26 it rejected 
the plea of Senator Tobey, Repub-

Reds Sign Third Baltic 
Pact, With Lithuania, 
While:Estonian Cabinet 
Is Reported Resigning.

Thousands of Finnish wom- 


en and children began leaving 
Helsinki, the nation’s capital, 
for the less populous northland 
country yesterday as Soviet 
Russia massed thousands of 
troops and heavy naval forces 
on the frontiers of neighbor- 
ing Baltic states. 

The whole, of Finland, 


whence came the flying feet of 
Paavo Nugni and the flying mu- 
sic of Jean Sibelius, concentrated 
its attention on the forthcoming 
conversations between a Finnish 
delegation and Soviet Russian of- 
ficials in Moscow. The delegation 


was expected in Moscow today. 
Soviet Russia last-night 


ed a series of three mutual assist- 
ance pacts with the Baltic states 
by signing a treaty with Lithua- 
nia which gave the Red army the 
right to establish several garrisons 
at unspecified places within the 
country to guard its frontiers. 

The two previous pacts conclud- 
ed by the Soviet were with Esto- 
nia and Latvia, in which she won 
the right to station air, naval and 
land forces on their territories. 

The Finnish delegates to Mos- 
cow were given a patriotic dem- 
onstration at their departure from 
Helsinki. Crowds sang “Never 
shall our land bow before the for- 
eign tyrant,” part of the Finnish 
national anthem.

WIFE MISSING. 

The fugitive’s wife, Vera, who fled with him from officers 
Friday night, was not with him. He told Public Safety Com- 
missioner Lon Sullivan over the telephone that his wife was in 
Dallas, but that he had not seen her for six or eight hours. He 
promised Sullivan that he would lead Texas authorities to Mrs. 
Gallogly’s place of residence some time tonight. 

Gallogly was being taken to Tattnall prison when he escaped. 

Informed that Gallogly was planning to fight extradition, 
Governor Rivers immediately drew up a formal call on Gov- 
ernor W. Lee O’Daniel, of Texas, for the prisoner and dispatch- 
ed Attorney General Ellis Arnall and Assistant Solicitor General 
J. Walter LeCraw, of Fulton county, to Dallas with the neces- 
Sary papers. 

Captain Dave M. Simmons of the highway patrol, Trooper

Shortly after Gallogly was locked up by Sheriff Schmid, Harold 
H. Young, well-known Dallas lawyer, and Senator Jess Martin, of 
Fort Worth, a long-time personal friend of Governor O’Daniel, ar- 
rived at the jail and announced they had been retained as Gallogly’s 
lawyers. Young said he had been employed by Gallogly himself and 
that he had associated Martin in the case. ‘ 

Young recently appeared as counsel for Freeman Burford, wealthy 
Texas oil operator, who was indicted along with Louisiana state offi- 
cials in the so-called “hot oil” scandal. Young appeared before a 
federal judge and succeeded in keeping Burford from being extra- 
dited to Louisiana. 

Read in Paper. 

“The young man told me that he had read in the paper where I 
represented Mr. Burford and said he wanted me to keep him from © 
being extradited,” Mr. Young said. Asked on what grounds he would 
fight the extradition, Young said the grounds would not be revealed 
until he appeared before Governor O’Daniel. 

Gallogly told Dallas authorities that he drove to Atlanta in the 
penal board car immediately after his escape and that he and his 
wife transferred to her car in a parking lot across from the Crawford 
W. Long hospital. He added’ they then drove to Anniston, where they 
spent Friday night, proceeding to Memphis Saturday, to Texarkana 
Sunday, and to Dallas Monday, arriving here last night.

S. T. Mosley, Still a Fugitive, Was Condemned to Electric 
Chair in the Slaying of His Wife

A condemned man, who took, appeal 


French leave from his prison cell 
in Taylor county while awaiting 
action on his appeal by the state 
supreme court, was denied a hear- 
ing by the high tribunal yesterday 
because he had not surrendered 
and was still a fugitive, 

S. T. Mosley, the escaped man, 
has not been heard from since he 
broke from his prison cell Au- 
gust 30. 

Mosley was convicted .{n the 
Taylor county superior court on a 
charge of slaying his wife, Minnie 
Pearl Mosley. The killing occurred 
October 16, 1938. 

The condemned man originally 
was sentenced to die in the electric 


chair May 26 of this year, but the

1S NOT RULED OUT, 


DURANTY OPINES 


Not Ersatz, Only Real 
One Is Possible, He 
Writes; Germany Said 


Walter Duranty, who writes in 
the following article on the chance 
for peace, left London yesterday 
with nine other American news- 
papermen, clad in khaki uniforms, 
bound for the western war front 
as the first correspondents assign- 
ed to the British troops in France.

LONDON, Oct. 10.—(By Wire- 
less)—Never did the British mot- 
to, “Wait and see,” come more 
readily to the lips and thoughts 
of British statesmen and never 
was sight more difficult and wait- 
ing fraught with more peril. 

It is perhaps unfair to suggest 
that delay and pondering are only 
screens for perplexity. The fact 
remains that the world situation 
is as dark as London’s “blackout,” 
with only faint red lights to sig- 


nify the myriad dangers. 

First and foremost there are the 
two prodigious unknown quan- 
tities—Germany and Russia. Does 
Hitler really want peace? Does 
Hitler need peace? Can peace be

made with Hitler on terms that 
the Allies can accept and that 
have a reasonable prospect of 
permanence? 

That the nations of Europe do 
not want war requires no dem- 
onstration, but it is equally true 
that the peoples of France and 
Britain will stand for no ersatz 
peace. 

All Agree on One Point. 

In the midst of the uncertainty, 
there is one significant point. In 
the semi-official Franco-British 
comment on Hitler’s speech, there 
is no reservation that peace with 
the Hitler regime is impossible, 

But at the moment of cabling, 
there is no sign that anyone any- 
where is prepared to put forward 
a concrete peace offer. In Rome, 
from which I have just returned, 
it was clear that Mussolini—not 
to mention the Vatican—would 
velcome and support any cogent 
step toward peace. Doubtless, the 
same is true of Belgium, Holland, 
Switzerland, Scandinavia and of 
the American administration and 
people. But no one appears will- 
ing to take the chance of making 
the proposal. 

A Vital Question. 

As far as England and France 
are concerned, there is another 
problem to be solved before that 
one can be tackled, to-wit: Did 
Germany begin the war more or 
less unwillingly because Hitler’s 
bluff had been called and he had 
gone too far to retreat, or did the 
Germans make war deliberately 


to either side, we will see a na- 
tional regret ‘that we had either 
contributed to it or failed to aid 
in its prevention. And that is ex- 
actly the kind of explosive emotion 
that might lead us to enter into 
war. 

“I do not claim this alternative 
proposal answers every argument 
on either side of this question,” he 
said. “It does avoid the extreme 
objections and dangers of either 
repeal or no repeal. 

“We would ~ot be participating 
in ‘mass murder.’ On the contrary, 
we would be contributing to pre- 
vent it. By such action, America 
would again be raising a standard 
against barbaric action.”

tack now before the Allies got the 
full benefit of their rapidly grow- 
ing war industries? 

If the latter should be the case, 
it is clear that no peace is possible 
without such a degree of surren- 
der as the Allies refuse utterly to 
contemplate. In the former case, 
however—if Hitler did not want 
the war really and now finds its 
prospect unwelcome — then the 
possibilities of a fair and perma- 
nent settlement might still exist. 

Nazis in Doubt, Too. 

This view is given strength by 
the apparent attitude of Russia, 
and I may say that the view itself 
is widely held in Rome. Accord- 
ing to well-informed Roman opin- 
ion, Count Galeazzo Ciano was at 
first. somewhat irritated on his re- 
cent visit to Germany to find that 
the Germans gave the most evasive 
answer to his queries about Rus- 
sian intentions, especially in the 
Balkans, Then it suddenly dawned 
on him that the: Germans them- 
selves were unaware of what Sta- 
lin might be aiming at. 

In short, the Soviet menace may 
well loom dark over Hitler, what- 
ever he initially hoped or expected 
from Russia. This would modify 
the Allied attitude correspondingly 
and make Hitler far more 
amenable to reason.

(Soviet Russian-Estonian differ- 
ences over the prospective entry 
of 20,000 Russian soldiers ito Es- 
tonia in fulfillment of the mutual 
assistance agreement signed by the 
two countries September 29 were 
reported in Tallinn dispatches to 
have been smoothed out Monday 
night, making possible entry of the

It was said unofficially in 
Tallinn that Friday had been set 
for the entrance of the Red troops 
into Estonia. 

Tallinn official quarters said the 
soldiers would cross the border at 
Narwa and march to the coast by 
way of Haapsalu and Virtsu, 
avoiding Tallinn. 

Russia also was massing war- 
ships at Kronstadt, huge naval 
base near Leningrad and less than 
100 miles from Viipuri. Leningrad 
is approximately 200 miles from 
Helsinki, straight across the upper 
tip of the Gulf of Finland. 

Lithuania Gains. 

A third Baltic nation, Lithuania, 
has engaged in conversations with 
Russia. A dispatch from Kaunas 
said Lithuania had decided to rati- 
fy the Soviet-Lithuanian mutual 
assistance pact in the form pro- 
posed by Moscow. The pact would 
give back to the Lithuanians their 
aneient capital of Wilno (Vilna), 
seized by Poland in 1920 but now 
in Russian-occupied territory. 

Soviet Russia backed her inten- 
sive drive for dominance in the 
Baltic with unceasing military and 
naval activity. 

Finns Go To Moscow. 

Sailors were reported studying 
the geography of the Baltic states 
as well as the habits of the people 
and reports from the frontier said 
“military trains go daily to the 
Baltic sea.” Leningrad is about 25 
miles from the Finnish border. 


The Finnish delegation is head- 
ed by Dr. Juho Kusti Paasikivi, 
Finnish minister to Stockholm. 

World Watches Mscow. 

Soviet leaders already are in 
conference with representatives of 
Lithuania and Turkey, who are in 
Moscow. Other Soviet officials are 
discussing a trade agreement with 
German delegates who seek to re- 
inforce the Reich’s wartime econ- 
omy, making Moscow the contin- 
ued center of European diplomatic 
activity. 

While Russia is concentrating 
at the moment on questions in- 
volving the Baltic, negotiations 
are still pending with Turkey re- 
garding Dardanelles and Black 
sea problems. 

Thus, diplomatic discussions in- 
volving the entire Russian fron- 
tier from the Baltic to tne Black 
sea are being carried on by the 
Soviet and are closely watched for 
results in foreign diplomatic cir- 
cles. 

Foreign quarters saw the So- 
viets taking advantage of the pre- 
occupation of Britain, France and 
Germany with war, to strengthen 
her frontiers and solidify her po- 
sition. 

There was much speculation but 
no answer to the enigma of the 
Kremlin. Russia’s objectives were 
as secretive as her diplomatic 
moves are manifold and there was 
no indication of what the next 
move would be.

Russian pacts with Estonia and 
Lithuania. 

The agreement provided: 

1. Three Latvian ports are set 
aside as Russian naval bases. 

2. Russia is to.sell Latvia muni- 
tions at low cost. 

3. Both parties are to extend 
military aid in case of aggression. 

4. Neither party is to conclude 
a treaty directed against the other. 

5. Each party will observe the 
sovereignty and social system of 
the other.

Figures on the number of air- 
men to be trained in this domin- 
fon were lacking, but more flying 
fields, aircraft, instructors and 
living quarters will be provided. 

Upon completion of training 
eourses in Canada, the airmen will 
join either the royal air force or 
the squadrons maintained in the 
war by their own governments.

Paying the Piper 

It has frequently been warned, by the press, 
by public officials and by educators, that the 
growing tendency to hinder free commercial 
intercourse between the different states in this 
country, could only lead to disrupting trade 
wars and to practices not in consonance with 
American principles. 

The enactment of state laws levying special 
fees, licenses or calling for handicapping inspec- 
tions, on products shipped from one state to 
another, is nothing but a reversion to a system 
which has not existed here since the adoption 
of the federal constitution. It was, in fact, the 
confusion growing out of tariffs and trade 
rivalries between the 13 original states that 
forced, in large degree, the adoption of that 
constitution..- 

The evil practice was brought more em- 
phatically to public attention a week or so ago 
when Director Braswell Deen, of the Georgia 
Department of Public Welfare, declared that 
dairy products from Wisconsin could no longer 
be distributed among relief clients in this state. 
The notorious and exorbitant state tax levied 
by Wisconsin on margarine, a food product 
which is largely manufactured of cottonseed 
oil; is the cause of this retaliatory, anti-Wis- 
consin action. 

There can be no blame attached to Director 
Deen. His action will be approved by the vast 
majority of Georgians, as well as other south- 
erners who resent the uncalled for discrimina- 
tion, by Wisconsin, against a healthy food prod- 
uct of the south. 


Wisconsin has been given ample warning. . 


Her prohibitive tax, or tariff, against margarine 
has been condemned by numerous organiza- 
tions, including the American Federation of 
Labor, the New York City Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs, the Association of Southern Agri- 
cultural Workers, the Association of Southern 
Commissioners of Agriculture, the National As- 
sociation of Retail Grocers and the National 
Creamery Buttermakers’ Association. 

*It is not unlikely that other southern lead- 
ers will follow the lead of Director Deen, of 
Georgia.

It is hoped it will re- 
sult in a lifting of the Wisconsin state tariff on 
margarine. : 

If so, none will welcome a return, in this 
instance, to the American principle of free 
trade between states, more sincerely than Geor- 
gia. 


“Best in the Nation” 

Dr. E. P. Long, chief food inspector of the 
Georgia Department of Agriculture, has rated 
Georgia oysters as the “best in the nation.” 
This, he says, is the result of three years of 
intensive work for the improvement of the 
popular bivalve in Georgia waters, and of the 
thorough and careful inspection service main- 
tained by the state. 

The duty of these inspectors, one stationed 
at Brunswick and: another at Savannah, is to 
see that sanitary conditions are maintained at 
all oyster shucking plants, that oysters are 
handled in thoroughly sanitary manner all the 
way from the beds to the consumer, and to 
prevent the bootlegging of oysters from pol- 
luted areas. 

As a result of the rigid inspection and the 
resultant high quality of the Georgia product, 
the industry in this state is growing rapidly, 
after a lapse of many years. It provides em- 
ployment for many Georgians and thus con- 
tributes materially to the economic welfare of 
the state. 

That the oyster is one of the finest of 
natural foods was likewise emphasized by Dr. 
Long. It contains valuable vitamins, proteins 
and minerals. 

When so fine a food, in such excellent con- 
dition, can be produced in Georgia it behooves 
all lovers of the ‘juicy bivalve to insist on Geor- 
gia oysters when ordering a favorite dish.

THE CAPITAL PARADE. 
By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The basic tenet of New Deal spending 
economics is that the last frontier has disappeared. It is all the more 
interesting, therefore, to see the anti-spenders at the Commerce and 
Treasury Departments busily searching for a new frontier in South 
America. The war, by preoccupying our competitors, created the 
opportunity for a South American trade program. The program 1s 
taking shape as a great, permanent commercial expansion, squarely 
founded on development of untapped South American rescurces. 

An idea of the sort of thing that is afoot may be obtained from 
the conclusions of a conference of leading exporters and manufac- 
turers recently called at the Commerce Department by Undersecre- 
tary Edward Noble. In an atmosphere of temperate optimism, the 


conferees discussed every aspect of the trade problem, addressing |

IMPERIALIS As the best solution, the conferees sug- 
_ Trove gested a long-range development pro- 

gram on an extremely ambitious scale. Although Iqng-range plan- 

ning may seem a trifle futile in times like these, the program Ss main 

points are well worth study. 

(1) A government agency, probably the Export-Import Bank, 
should initiate careful economic studies of the various South and 
Central American countries. The studies, to be conducted in the 
field by private engineering firms, should be directed to discover- 
ing goods that can be produced in South America for which there is 
demand in the United States. Rubber, special hardwoods, manila 
fiber, quinine and the highcost metal alloys are among the possi- 
bilities. 

(2) When the studies are complete, the government agency in 
charge should finance South American development along the lines 
indicated as economically feasible, using the engineering firms as 
disbursing agents. Thus, over a period of years, the South Amer- 
icans would gain wealth which they could exchange for the products 
of the United States, just as they gained wealth from British ex- 
ploitation of their resources and used it to buy British products. 

(3) While the long-range development is being carried on, im- 
mediate problems should be taken care of by close co-operation 
between governmental and business representatives in the field, 
and exporting businessmen and the government at home. Every- 
thing should be done to facilitate continuous trade expansion, in- 
cluding increased governmental lending to exporters. At the same 
time, care should be exercised to keep the expansion well-planned 


and healthy. 
RESULTS? In the way of such a program, there are many stum- 
bling-blocks. For instance, the Commerce Depart- 
ment conferees decided that in order to further the program, finan- 
cial attaches ought to be appointed to our embassies in Brazil, Chile 
and the Argentine. This upset the State Department, as did the 
conferees’ insistence that the so-called British blacklist ought to be 
protested against with firmness. Administrative friction will not 
last, however, for the State Department is also hard at, work to 
increase South American trade. Much worse stumbling-blocks are 
such knotty puzzles as the South American debts to this country, 
and the shortage of foreign exchange. 

Each puzzle must Be tackled separately and patiently. Each 
calls for its own solution. For example, the British are doing much 
war-buying in the Argentine, but attempting to pay chiefly in 
blocked sterling or in British securities in Argentine enterprises. 
Before long, it is expected, the stock of the British-owned Argen- 
tine railways will be offered for sale in New York. Argentines will 
probably buy the stock and, as the railways are badly out of date, 
may wish to modernize the lines with American equipment. The 
question will then be, first, whether the’ Argentines can pay for 
the equipment, and second, whether they will be able to afford to 
replace it when necessary, offering a continuing market. Unless 
both halves of the question can be answered in the affirmative, 
American equipment producers will not care to venture into a risky 
new field. 

Possibly the very ambition of the South American trade program 
will prove its undoing. But, although the broad planning is ambi- 
tious, most officials insist on great caution in the execution. With

Few know that Stalin, the world’s most powerful individual, 


wrote a book. His book was called “Leninism.” Only parts of it — 


have been translated into English. Those who have read it say 
it is the frankest—and the longest—book written by a dictator. 

Lenin did not want Stalin to be his successor. Lenin said: 

“Comrade Stalin is too rude. .. . I propose to the comrades to 
find a w.y of removing him from that position (secretary-general) 
and appointing another man who in all respects differs from Stalin 
only in superiority—namely, more patient, loyal, more attentive to 
comrades, less capricious. .. .” 

Stalin managed to make most of the Russians forget this when 
he took over the party on Lenin’s death and “liquidated” his op- 
position. 

He said two things which frequently are quoted in books about 


“No revolution can be made with silk gloves.” 

“The art of leadership is a serious matter. One must not lag 
behind a movement, because to do so is to become isolated from 
the masses. But one must not rush ahead, for to rush ahead is to 
lose contact with the masses. He who wishes to lead a movement 
must conduct a fight on two fronts—against those who lag behind 
and those who rush ahead.” 


Stalin said thos@ things, and many others, in his book. He admits 
some mistakes. For instance, he said, “The fear of admitting one’s 
errors after the recent intoxication by successes, the fear of self- 
criticism, unwillingness to correct one’s errors rapidly and decisive- 
ly—that is the main difficulty.” 


It ought to be remembered that Stalin is not an original dic- 
tator as are Hitler and Mussolini. He is second in a line, having 
followed Lenin. He knows more about the business than either 
of his rivals. They, for instance, do not admit mistakes. 


STALIN IN FRONT It becomes perfectly obvious that Stalin is 

the dominant figure in Europe. There is 
no leader worth the name in England. Hitler, Mussolini and Stalin 
are the leading figures with the last named now occupying the 
first position. 

A few months ago in Mexico City I saw, in some of the markets, 
great piles of stuff obtained in the barter deals with Germany. It 
largely was stuff the Mexicans didn’t want and wouldn't buy. 

Russia early announced she would take only what she needed. 
Germany will pay in cash or in excellent materials for what she 
gets. The fact she is asking for immediate delivery is indicative 
of the shortage she faces. 


Russia therefore holds the destiny of Germany. Stalin can, by 
a deal with the Allies, close off supplies to Germany and break 
that country within a few months. Hitler knows this. He cannot 
be too comfortable. He cannot have any real faith in the Russians. 


Italy already has scen the handwriting on the wall and is at- 
tacking Communism. The church will help Italy avoid it. But 
with the Russian goods there will come to Germany the under- 
ground work of the Communists. I imagine Stalin will let the 
Russian goods come slowly. It should be remembered there were 
10° Communist deputies when Hitler had the Reichstag burned. 
It should be remembered there were thousands of Socialists and 
that the labor unions were suppressed. There will be soil in which 
the Russians may plant their seeds. Hitler cannot attack them 
openly. Stalin might turn off the spigot. 

Stalin grows larger and larger. The shadow of the Kremlin 
grows heavier and heavier on the entire scene in Europe. 


“THE TWILIGHT OF RIGHTS”

If America should go to war, what would it cost us? 

Nobody knows, or can imagine, but certain fractions of the cost 
are so clearly apparent or so probable as to be almost certain. 

First, of course, is the killing and maiming of many thousands 
—perhaps millions—of our soundest young men, the stock of fu- 
ture America. 

Second, life-long pensions for all of the injured and thousands 
who are not injured—~a burden that will double the one we bear 
now. 

Third, the enormous cost in money, met in part by such taxes 
as we never have seen and in part by further increasing the pub- 
lic debt. And since we have already spent the price of a war in 
needlessly prolonging the depression, further increase of the debt 
might bring disaster*® Our banks and insurance and trust com- 
panies are loaded with government bonds, and Senator Glass has 
said that a 10 per cent drop in the price of bonds would break 
every bank in America. To avert disaster, the government would 
unquestionably resort to inflation—and the world has learned that 
rr once it gets out of control, can be as destructive as war 
itself. 

Fourth, the government now has plans, complete in every de- 
tail, ready for enactment into law overnight, for complete mobili- 
zation of the nation’s resources under an absolute dictatorship. Ev- 
erything would be controlled as strictly as in a Fascist state, Each 
citizen would be told where to work and what pay to accept. Man- 
ufacturers would be told what material to use, what price to pay, 
and how much to charge. All prices, rates, charges and profits 
would be fixed. Liberty would be completely gone. The press 
would be gagged. | 

And when the war is over, and a bankrupt nation faces demo- 
bilization and unemployment and chaos, the thousands of big and 
little despots trained in exercising power will use their enormous 
influence to prolong the totalitarian system. It will take something 
like a miracle to bring back democracy and personal freedom. 

By entering the war, we might insure destruction of the tyrant, 
liar and murderer who now threatens all liberty in Europe. But 
what will it profit us if we lose our own liberty and thus destroy 
everything that we fight to save?

“I was confined to an 
Atlanta hospital and, upon learn- 
ing I was to be transferred back 
to Reidsville prison, got a piece of 
black wood out of the closet and 
tucked it under my coat. 


“My wife and my mother were 
in the car with us. The two 
guards were in the front seat.

SHANGHAI, Oct. 10.—(#) — 
The twenty-eighth anniversary of 
the establishment of the Chinese 
republic was marked today by ap- 
_ pearance of circulars purporting to 

offer 10,000 Chinese dollars for the 
killing of Wang Ching-wei, dissi- 
dent former premier of the central 
government. 

The circulars were signed, “‘Cen- 
tral Research Statistics Bureau.” 
Sums ranging from 200 to 10,000 
Chinese dollars ($14.64 to $732) 
were listed for the killing of 24 
others whom the hand bills called 
“traitors.” 

The names included Mme. Wang 
Ching-wei, once a member of the 
Quomintang (government party), 
along with her husband. 

Wang issued a statement yes- 
terday urging peace with Japan 
and overthrow of Generalissimo 
‘Chiang Kai-shek, head of the cen- 
tral government, whom he called 
an “aspirant dictator.” 

The statement did not mention 
the all-China government under 
Japanese domination which Wang 
has been working on, and his si- 
lence on this point was taken to 
indicate a hitch had developed.

ON CHINESE ANNIVERSARY. 

' WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—(/)— 
Secretary Hull today cabled his 
good wishes for the welfare of 
China on the occasion of the twen- 
ty-eighth anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of the Chinese republic. 

His cable, addressed to Lin Sen, 
chairman of the Chinese national 
government, read:

Opinions Regarding Purpose 
Of Tonsil Treatment Difter | 


By Dr. William Brady. 


Among 7,958 girls from 15 to 19 
years of age, 2,756 (more than 
one-third of them) had been sub- 
jected to tonsillectomy before they 
entered college. What for? Oh, 
don’t be so inquisitive. It is just 
an old medical custom. 

Examining 12,530 women uni- 
versity students Dr. R. L. Cun- 
ningham said 5.6 per cent of 
those whose tonsils had been re- 
moved were subject to asthma, 
and 5.03 per cent of those whose 
tonsils had not been removed sub- 
ject to asthma. 

The facts in respect to a num- 
ber of other conditions for which 
removal of tonsils was routinely 
advised 20 years ago, still is ad- 
vised by not a few general prac- 
titioners, pediatricians and throz 
specialists who pretend to be 
some pumpkins in the profession, 
are little if any more convincing 
than that. 

The trouble is that once the 
rank and file of the medical pro- 
fession has adopted a principle of 
practice it takes at least 20 years 
to teach them to discard the prin- 
ciple and change the practice bas- 
ed upon it, after the unsoundness 
of the principles has been demon- 
strated. 

Scarcely a week passes that I 
do not hear from several readers 
that some more or less eminent or 
“well known” specialist has in- 
formed them that the diathermy 
method of treating infected tonsils 
~ unsatisfactory or even “danger- 

us” because it doés not remove

or destroy every vestige of tonsil 
tissue or because it sears over or 


seals in infection, The quacks who 
so deceive their credulous custo- 
mers imply, if they do not assert 
outright, that tonsil tissue is 
harmful. There is neither physiol- 
ogical nor pathological foundation 
for any such half-baked notion, 
no matter how many doctors or 
specialists still entertain it. 


The only purpose of any treat- 
ment of infected tonsils is to re- 
move, pateurize, disinfect, ster- 
ilize or destroy the germs in 
the septic focus or nidus in 
the tonsil. The ideal object of 
treatment, so far as the patient’s 
subsequent health and well being 
are concerned, is to achieve this 
sterilization or disinfection of the 
infected area with the least pos- 
sible damage to the surrounding 
normal tonsil tissue, which has a 
useful function and never in any 
circumstance does harm, even 
when it remains in the throat 
long after treament of in- 
fected tonsils or when it seems 
to “grow in again” after removal 
of more or less of the tonsil. 


I say “removal of more or less 
of the tonsil,” meaning that no 
matter what method may be em- 
ployed, no doctor who is honest 
even pretends that he can or 
should remove every bit of tonsil 
tissue.

SENATOR PREDICTS |

But, if you 
ask me, they were looking for chickadees, and Bird and 
Kavanaugh flew in their face. It must have been dis- 
concerting, at that. 


Seems like the leading All-America candidate of the 
day is Ken Kavanaugh.

Babe Dahlgren on Way 
Out at First; George 
McQuinn Sought.

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—(UP)— 
Now you can sit back in your easy 
chair and read and hear all about 
how they’re going to “break up the 
Yankees.” 

Don’t you believe one word of 
it. The only way they’re going to 
break up the Yankees is to beat 
‘em. In the meantime, the Yanks 
aren’t going to sit back on their 
laurels and let the other clubs 
build up to them. They are going 
to patch up their weak spots and 
try to extend their baseball em- 
pire even further into the land of 
invincibility. 

There’s one spot in the Yanks 
that definitely will be strength- 
ened for 1940 and that’s first base. 
Babe Dahlgren did an adequate 
job after he took over Lou Geh- 
rig’s post last May, but he was 
just a stop gap. Dahlgren can 
field up to the Yanks’ class, but 
he can’t hit up to Yankee stand- 
ard. 

Dahlgren wound up hitting only 
.234 and there’s room on the Yanks 
for only one hitter in that class. 
That young man is Frankie Cro- 
setti, who batted 2.36, and he has 
his job clinched beyond dispute. 
You can find first basemen who 
can field in a class with Dahlgren, 
but you can’t find shortstops who 


most under-rated ball player in 
the Yankee organization. 
SEEK McQUINN. 

The Yanks already have started 
their campaign to get a replace- 
ment for Dahlgren. One of the 
rumors floating around the World 
Series headquarters in Cincinnati 
was that George McQuinn, of the 
St. Louis Browns, a .324 hitter in 
1938 and a .316 hitter last season, 
was all wrapped up for delivery 
to the Yanks. 

McQuinn was once in the Yan- 
kee chain, playing on Oscar Vitt’s 
great Newark club of 1937. He 
got away because the Yanks had 
no idea that an insidious disease 
wou 1 end Lou Gehrig’s career. 
McQuinn and Dahlgren played to- 
gether in the Newark club, with 
McQuinn emphasizing his superior 
talent as a first baseman and forc- 
ing Dahlgren to play third. 

In addition to the McQuinn 
rumor there were stories in the 
air in Cincinnati that the Yanks 
will make a bid for the unhappy 
Hank Greenberg, who has just 
about come to the parting of the 
ways with the Detroit Tigers. 
Greenberg, a Jewish boy from the 
Bronx, would be a tremendous 
drawing card at Yankee Stadium 
and would just about make the 
Yanks impregnable for 1940. 

BIG SALARY. 

But the Tigers are not going to 
sacrifice Greenberg without get- 
ting plenty for him, and Ed Bar- 
row, the Yanks’ president, is no 
easy hombre to barter’ with. 
Greenberg’s salary, said to be over 
$30,000, also may cause the Yanks 
to hesitate a bit before making 
an important bid for iim. 

If the other American league 
clubs checkmate the Yanks’ ef- 
forts to get a finished product for 
first base, the Bronx bombers then 
will fall back on young John 
Sturm, who played first base cred- 
itably for the Yanks’ Kansas City 
farm club. Sturm is a fast and 
classy fielder and has a reputation 
as a “clutch hitter.” 

Besides the first base problem, 
the Yanks could use some new 
pitching talent. Red Ruffing’s arm 
is a question mark, Monte Pearson 
is still an enigma, and Lefty Go- 
mez seems to be over the hill and 
going downgrade. The best of the 
Yanks’ young pitchers is Marius 
Russo, the Italian left-hander who 
easily may become the star of the 
Bronx bombers’ staff next season. 

Anyway, the Yanks aren’t going 
to sit tight. They are going to for- 
tify their position on baseball’s 
pinnacle for any challenge that 
may come.

Former Deacon Moses Walters To Dress Self Up in Star- 
Decked Flying Suit and Launch Contraption With 
Sermon on ‘Low-Downness.’

At first Moses thought he would 
go to heaven, but he has decided 
to make Cordele his destination 
instead. 

At any rate, Moses is going to 
fly, if his hopes and prayers are 
answered, and he is going to fly 
in a “chariot” which he built him- 
self in a deserted looking field 
down near Jonesboro, Ga. 

Moses Walters is an ancient 
negro, formerly a deacon in the 
church, who says he vyyas called 
by the Lord to make a “flying 
chariot.” Today is the big day 
for the take-off. All is in readi- 
ness. And promptly at noon today 
Moses aims to start the proceed- 
ings. 

Star-Decked Flying Suit. 

First, he will dress himself in 
a bright red corduroy suit adorned 
with silver stars and a starry 
crown which he made himself out 
of scraps of tin. 

Then, he will start on his ser- 
mon, which is designed to show 
sinners the evil of their ways, the 
“low-downness of Sunday movin’ 
pitchers and ball games.” 

After that, he plans to start his 
contraption down a grade in front 
of his rude cabin, and before he 
reaches the bottom of the hill he 
plans to rise with the aid of his 
“wind catchers” and head for Cor- 
dele, his former home.
